DOWN IN THE TUBE 

Barack Obama was seen on the Hamptons 
Subway this past Monday at midnight. The only 
person in the car, he stood alone, in silence, 
in the center of that car holding onto the 
overhead rail, staring out the window at the 
passing lights of the tunnel without moving 
the entire time, as the train hurtled from 
Southampton to Amagansett.

Police responded Friday to complaints in Sag 
Harbor of a man loitering in front of the now 
vacant lot where the entrance to the Sag Harbor 
Cinema used to be, before it was destroyed’ by 
fire.

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ho is the richest man in the Hamptons? 
Some say it is former Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg. Others say it is Revlon’s Ron 
Perelman or Blackstone’s Steven Schwarzman 
or industrialist Ira Rennert. 
It may come as a surprise to you, but the 
richest man by far is a man you never heard 
of because he has been completely under the 


radar, until now. He has his fortune in real 


estate and owns bigger houses and more of 
_ them than Perelman or Rennert or Bloomberg 
or Schwarzman put together, even accounting 
for the value of all the other businesses 
they participate in. It is time the truth be told. 

This man is a direct descendant of a Lebanese 
man who came to America four generations ago. 
It was 1888, and at Ellis Island where he and all 
the other immigrants had to sign documents 
as they passed through, he gave his name to 
the official there: “Accountability.” It was a 
strange name. In Lebanese Arabic, it meant 
“honest man” in the banking business with high 
ambition and trustworthiness. At Ellis Island, 
however, the elder Mr. Accountability had a bad 
cold from his time on the boat. And so, the clerk 
on the island, hurrying everybody through, 
wrote Mr. Accountability’s name as “Liability,” 
something that neither Mr. Accountability nor 
his wife noticed until the ferry docked on the 
Lower East Side and ushered them ashore with 
but 10 Lebanese spigots in their pockets and 
the clothes on their backs. 

In Lebanon, the Accountability family had 
been well known and beloved for a thousand

years in the banking business. But in 1886, a 
well-known swindler had swindled the current 


Mr. Accountability out of his bank. And so, ° 


that year, he had nothing for the soldiers on 
horseback who came to collect the taxes. As a 
result, they fled to America. And here they were 
welcomed. “Give Us Your Tired, Your Poor, 
Your Downtrodden...” the Lady said. 

Mr. Liability started a pushcart business on 
Mott Street. Soon he had 10 pushcarts. Then he 
bought a tenement building and then another 
and another. Pretty soon he had almost as many 
buildings as the big Rockefeller and Woolworth, 
Morgan, Vanderbilts and Astors of that age. 
They looked down at him, though. For example, 
everyone in his immediate family called him 
Leonard, which was his real first name. He 
had been Leonard Accountability. Now, in New 
York City, the other builders condescendingly 
took to calling him by a disparaging nickname: 
“Limited.” The name stuck. 

Mr. Limited Liability went bust during the 
Great Depression. But his son, Limited Liability 
Jr., had by that time, been handed off the 
growing business at the last minute. And so, 
to get out of town, so to speak, Liability Jr. and 
his teenage son Limited Liability II] came out to 
the Hamptons in 1936 to try to prosper here. 
Limited Liability III was expected to take over 
the family business, but he died at the hands 
of the Japanese at Corregidor in the Philippines 
in 1942. And so the family fortune fell to 
Liability ITV and then to the present-day 
Limited Liability, so named after the founder of 
the fortune, that very loving and popular 
man who prospered here off the boat. 


Today, the family fortune, all in the real 
estate business here, is staggering. There 
are an estimated 50,000 homes and other 
properties here in the Hamptons, many for 
just a few dollars. A careful study of the tax 
rolls in East Hampton and Southampton 
by Dan’s Papers shows that upward of 
20,000 of these properties, 4 out of every 
10 homes is owned by Limited Liability, his 
wife or one of his many children, all of whom 
use the name Limited Liability in one form or 
another. (They use LLC for example, or LTD or 
INC.) Or to put it another way, if you taped all 
50,000 real estate tax bills to a wall and, 
blindfolded, threw a dart at it, the chances are 
nearly half you’d hit one of Limited Liabilities’ 
home tax bills. Or still another way, ifthe average 
property here were valued $2 million each, the 
total value of the Limited Liability holdings 
would exceed $40 billion, an extraordinary sum. 

The Liabilities, who take their religion very 
seriously, pray five times a day, are good 
neighbors to everybody and live modestly and 
humbly in a small three-bedroom house on a 
residential street in East Quogue. Mrs. Liability, 
who answered the door when we knocked at 
2784 Big Pines Drive, told us that yes, that was 
them, but that both she and her husband would 
prefer not to be interviewed for this story. 

We wish them all the best, which has indeed 
been a stunning rise to wealth and fortune over 
the years, and will respect their wishes to never 
write about them. They deserve their privacy. 
Well earned.By the way, they drive a 2008 grey 
Prius. You can see it parked in their driveway

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Boxer Bernard Hopkins Loses to an East Ender & Retires

A n East Ender named Joe Smith Jr. knocked 
out legendary prizefighter Bernard 
Hopkins last week. It happened in the eighth 
round. Smith backed Hopkins into a corner and 
hit him six unanswered blows to the head, the 
last of which sent Hopkins backwards through 
the ropes and down onto the floor outside the 
ring, where he landed on his head. Hopkins got 


up and didn’t seem too disoriented, though. - 


Certainly, he had to know he had to get back 
into the ring. But he didn’t do it. Instead, he told 
people where he’d landed he’d been pushed out 
of the ring and hurt his ankle and so couldn't 
box. The video, however, shows punches sent 
him out of the ring. As for the referee, looking 
down, he counted him out. 

Joe Smith Jr. was handpicked for this fight by 
Hopkins. Hopkins said it would be his last fight. 
He has been a champion many times over, and 
wanted to end his career with a victory. On the 
other hand, he didn’t want to pick anybody 
easy. Smith packs a powerful punch and has 
knocked out almost everybody he’s faced in 
23 fights, but he hasn’t ventured far from New 
York to fight very often. He would be perfect 
for Hopkins, a skilled tactical boxer, to dance 
around, peck away at and win a decision. 

Smith works as a union laborer—jackhammer, 
ditch digger—and lives with his wife and 
daughter in Shirley, the blue-collar town 
halfway between Patchogue and Westhampton 
Beach. He celebrated his victory that night

with some of his friends who belong to 
the union. In his last fight, he knocked out 
Andrzej Fonfara, a far less skilled boxer than 
Hopkins but one who was holding the WBC 
International Championship belt as a light 
heavyweight. 

Most prizefighters retire when they get to 
their early 30s. A few fight after 40. Hopkins, who 
appeared to be in prime physical condition for 
this fight, is 51 years old and has won numerous 
championships with his classic skills. Half his 
wins came by knockout. With prizefighters, 
knockout power is usually the first thing that

goes when you get to be over 35. 

For the first three rounds, Hopkins’s timing 
seemed off, too. Most people watching thought 
Smith, 27, won them. But in the fourth and fifth, 
Hopkins got the range and it looked as if it 
could be a beautiful dance to victory. 

In the sixth, however, he simply ran out of 
gas. It was quite apparent, and it ended in the 
eighth. After the fight, he praised Smith and 
said to fans, “I look like I probably still can fight, 
but I can’t.”

hile the huge, red neon “Sag Harbor” 
‘sign is currently missing from downtown 
because of the big fire there, it has got me 
thinking about how important certain images 
and people are to a village. Sag Harbor honors 
John Steinbeck, Long Wharf, whaling and the 
big red Art Deco movie sign. We all miss it. It 
was saved from the fire, though, and will be put 
back up someday. : 

In my opinion, one of Montauk’s images is 
also currently missing. Montauk’s images are 
its lighthouse and President Teddy Roosevelt. 
A robust, athletic man devoted to fitness, 
patriotism and nature, Roosevelt spent a long- 
ago summer here on horseback with his band 
of Rough Riders. Today, it’s a summer vacation 
spot full of surfers, fishermen, golfers, tennis 
players, horsemen and windsurfers. Fittingly, 
Roosevelt had his name on Montauk’s 1,157-acre 
public park—it was the Theodore Roosevelt 
County Park. But then, in 2014, they removed 
his name. It’s now just the Suffolk County Park 
at Montauk. | don’t know why. 

_ Westhampton Beach is famous for its 
experience of the huge Hurricane of 1938 and 
perhaps its most famous visitor, P.T. Barnum. 
East Hampton is a town of six old English 
wood shingled windmills and its founder, 
Lion Gardiner. Southampton honors wealthy 
old Cornelius Vanderbilt and a former slave, 
Pyrrhus Concer. And Bridgehampton celebrates 


its famous racecar heritage and baseball hall of 
famer Carl Yastrzemski. 

Bridgehampton is also the home of the Killer 
Bees. That’s the name of the Bridgehampton 
High School basketball team that has won nine 
State championships in the last 38 years. 

T wonder if the name Killer Bees will survive. 
We live in a politically correct age. This is an age 
when school mascot images—often drawings 
of vicious animals—are being torn up out of 
gymnasium floors to be replaced by drawings of 
more friendly animals.

The Clancys of Queens, A Memoir (Crown, 
2016), recalls the author’s éarliest years in 
Queens and Brooklyn and her childhood 
weekends in Bridgehampton in intimate and 
startling detail. Who else could remember so 
much about the interior of a limo that drove 
them from Queens to Bridgehampton when 
they were five years old? Only this Irish-Italian 
American, Catholic only child. 

As a youngster, Clancy is clearly very bright. 
But her social set doesn’t necessarily reward 
kids who listen to Tom Waits or read King 
Lear with approval or encouragement. She is 
considered really weird. She credits her every 
success in life to her experiences of having 
far-flung philosophical discussions, “the moon 
and the stars talks,” with a kindly self-made 
millionaire (referred to only as “Mark”) at his 
Bridgehampton estate. 

Colin Powell was a Bridgehampton neighbor 
to her mother’s rich boyfriend Mark. But 


the young Clancy wasn’t 
interested in bold face names. 
Bridgehampton’s Caldor 
(now K-Mart) held all the 
treasures she could desire, 
like a plastic kiddie pool; and 
the East End countryside 
offered extreme adventure 
like “stealing” potatoes from 
Grace Talmadge’s field. 

Clancy is proud of her 
New York accent and her 
culture. She often points out 
in interviews that the last 
popular book written by a 
working class New York 
woman was A Tree Grows 
in Brooklyn by Betty Smith, 
73 years ago. So she “gave it 
a whirl.” 

Clancy’s Italian grandfather 
reminds readers that “all work is honorable,” 
even clipping your grandmother’s toenails. And 
this book teaches. It contains many colorful 
answers to questions. In fact, the press material 
sent out with review copies includes aQ & A 
with Clancy that features this exchange: 

“Q. How did leading a dual lifestyle, shuttling 
between blue-collar Queens and the excessive 
wealth of the Hamptons, influence your 
personality and your values? 

A. Short, maybe a bit sappy, answer: At 
a young age I learned that a Queens 
basement party is as much fun as a poolside 


Hamptons mansion party, 
as long as you’re with the 

_right people. And I haven’t 
ever lost that lesson—I care 
about who I’m partying with, 
not where.” 

(Q. Who knew that the 
wealth of the Hamptons is 
“excessive?”) 

A bartender well known to 
fans of The Moth Radio Hour, 
both as a featured storyteller 
and a host, Clancy includes 
some of that material in this 
book. Many listeners will 
recognize the tale of her 
accidentally being left behind 
the counter of an S&M shop 
at 14 and her coming out to 
her father at a faux alpine 
village in Georgia at 19. 
Escaping the many threats and pitfalls of 

poverty, which include teenage pregnancy, 
alcohol and hip-hop fashion, our heroine, now 
in her late 30s, enjoys a settled family life in 
New York. She says that her next book is to 
be titled The Clancys of Manhattan, a memoir 
about her married life with two sons. She’s 
come a long way from the little girl who slept on 
a shared pull-out couch in an old boat shed in 
Broad Channel. She is no longer just one of “the 
girls who blew up the lab” in Catholic school. 
This rich memoir reminds the reader that we 
are all many people. &

heatergoers are in for another summer of 

exciting original work, contemporary favorites 
and beloved classics at Bay Street Theater in 
Sag Harbor. 

First up is The Man in the Ceiling, a new musical 
by East Ender Jules Feiffer. The play, with music by 
Andrew Lippa and directed by another East Ender, 
Hamilton producer Jeffrey Seller, adapts Feiffer’s 
children’s book of the same name. In this musical 
comedy, running from May 30-June 25, Jimmy Jibbett 
wants to be an artist, but has to deal with being a 
disappointment to his father, daydreaming during 
school and getting better on the ball field. 

Feiffer told Dan’s Papers in 2016, “The ‘thing’ of 
the play is what everyone deals with from the time 
they’re young. I’m still dealing with it—how to deal 
with your creative needs in a world that is often 
indifferent to them or misunderstands them...and 
how to just go on going on.” The Man in the Ceiling 
had a reading at the 2016 Bay Street Theater’s New 
Works Festival. Artistic Director Scott Schwartz saw 
the potential immediately. “This is the first time 
we're doing a full production of a reading we did,” 
he says. “Sitting in the packed house and hearing 
this new work by Jules Feiffer and Andrew Lippa... 
everyone walked out saying, ‘when are we going to 
see a full production?” 

Schwartz directs the second production of the 
season, Intimate Apparel, running July 4-30. Written by 
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Pulitzer Prize winner Lynn Nottage, 
Intimate Apparel tells the story of 
Esther Mills, an African American 
seamstress who makes lingerie 
for society ladies and “ladies of 
the night.” The successful but lonely 
Esther has complicated friendships 
with the different women in her 
life, finds love with a Caribbean 
laborer working on the Panama 
Canal and makes an unusual friend 
in a Hasidic shopkeeper who shares 
his fabrics with her. “It’s a play 
I have loved since it premiered,” 
says Schwartz. “I saw the original 
production and it really made a big 
impact on me. I like the period [in which] it’s 
set, in 1905. It’s a little about immigration and | 
thought, at this time, it would be interesting to do 
a show that represented [current issues]. There are 
strong parallels in our contemporary society for 
minority groups.” 

The season concludes with the William

Finding the Right Hamptons Fireplace

our best bet to keep warm and chic on 
the East End is to install a fireplace. Not 
only do fireplaces provide relief from the chills, 
but they also have aesthetic value that can 
complete the look of a cozy living room, porch or 
outdoor arrangement, 

“Depending on the fireplace itself, it adds a 
substantial amount to a home,” says Bill Serocki, 
owner of Brick Fix Stone & Fireplace in Center 
Moriches. “If you had two of the same homes, and 
one had a fireplace and one didn’t, the home with a 
fireplace would be worth more.” 

Serocki says that the highest quality fireplaces are 
American or Canadian made. The three main options 
customers can choose from when shopping for a 
fireplace are gas, wood-burning and electric. Each 
type caters to different tastes. 

“Electric is geared towards someone who wants 
simplicity and cost effectiveness,” Serocki says, 
while “gas is becoming more popular because it’s 
convenient. In the Hamptons, brick chimneys with 
log sets are still the most common, though they are 
harder to find in regular residential areas.” 

However, the newest en vogue trend is linear 
fireplaces. These gas fireplaces are rectangular in 
shape, extend horizontally across a wall, and come 
in any length or style. 

“Linear fireplaces are the big thing right now in 
the Hamptons,” Serocki says. “If you go into the new 
houses that they’re building, you start to see a lot of 
contemporary design elements come into the houses 
that have a more traditional Hamptons beach house 
or even Colonial-era look. A lot of people choose 
linear for that contemporary touch.” 

. The design isn’t the only element of linear 
fireplaces that embodies modernity. They are some 


of the most technologically advanced fireplaces on 
the market, built with LED changing lights and cool 
glass technology that allows you to touch the glass 
while the fire is going. 

A fire inside will surely provide warmth for 
your home, but there’s nothing like sitting around 
a fire while enjoying the fresh outdoor air. 
For those looking to spark an outdoor flame, 
there’s an abundance of fireplaces and fire pits to 
choose from. 

An outdoor fire adds a unique ambience, says Pete 
Vella of Ace Chimney Experts in Ronkonkoma. “It 
makes the backyard feel more like a welcome area 
where you would want to entertain people. It’s a 
great thing to have on those winter nights where it 
is a bit chilly but you still want to spend some time 
outside.” 

Both a fireplace and fire pit can get the job done, 
but choosing between the two is a matter of cost, 
space and individual preference. 

“A fire pit is cheaper and easier to install,” says 
Vella. “It generally is set into the ground, whereas 
an outdoor fireplace has a chimney built into it so 
the smoke goes above everyone’s face. It’s more 
comfortable if you have a lot of people sitting around 
it. An advantage of a fire pit is that everyone can 
sit around it, but with a fireplace, you only have a 
180-degree view of the flames.” 

If you choose a portable fire pit, be mindful 
that some may not be able to last year-round 
outside. In that case, storing them in a garage or 
covering them is the best way to ensure they’ll 
be safe from harmful weather. For built-in fire pits, 
a simple waterproof cover should do. Vella notes 
that eventual maintenance will be required for 
both built-in fire pits and outdoor fireplaces as the 
masonry wears. 

Whether you’re looking for an indoor or outdoor 


fire, there are a wide variety of choices and price 
ranges. Thus, it’s essential to do some research to 
ensure that you choose a fireplace that’s right for 
you and your home. With the explosion of online 
shopping, many have turned to the internet to 
purchase fireplaces. 

“It’s hard to compete with some of the pricing 
online,” Vella says, “but I think you get a more well- 
rounded experience when you have a local company 
do the installation. If there are any issues with it, the 
installer is only one phone call away.” 

Serocki says that searching the web is a great 
place to start, but when it’s time to choose and 
install a fireplace, you need to go to a physical 
store to see it in person and to discuss details with 
an expert. 

“The reason you want to shop in a store is 
because you want to have the security that the 
fireplace is installed correctly and that it doesn’t 
void the warranty,” Serocki says. “Also, by coming 
to a store, you can discuss sizing and venting the 
fireplace properly.” 

Manufacturers often void the warranty if the 
fireplace is bought online, thus leaving homeowners 
to foot the bill if something were to go wrong. 
Serocki says that those who bought their fireplace 
exclusively through the internet have come to him 
with all kinds of troubles. 

“A lot of people buy online and then call us anyway 
because they either have an issue or can’t install it,” 
Serocki says. “We see a lot of people that buy online 
then have a contractor install it and it’s horrendous. 
It’s a fire hazard, or it wasn’t installed correctly, 
those are the things that we see.” 

Nothing lightens up a room and keeps you 
warmer than a good fireplace. If you’re thinking 
about getting one for your home, act now before the 
cold weather deepens!

Here They Are:

Pp eople often tell me that when they read my 
restaurant reviews they feel like they are right 
there with me, enjoying the meal. Many people 
comment on the relatability of my regular dining 
companions’, “Husband” and “Teenage Boy,” eating 
habits—picky and voracious, respectively. I didn’t 
know how popular my “best of” food picks lists 
were until I didn’t do one for 2016. After a week 
of staycation, I came back to a bunch of emails 
asking about the best things I ate in 2016. So here, 
in chronological order, is my top ten: That Meetball 
Place’s tzatziki sauce. Made fresh daily, this stuff 
could probably make a ball of anything palatable. 
That Meetball Place opened in January of 2014 on 
Patchogue’s West Main Street. 

This is what I wrote about the Soupe de poulet a 
VOriental en croiite at Pierre’s in Bridgehampton in 
my March restaurant review: “My soup of chicken 
broth, raisins, potatoes, carrots and coconut milk 
topped with (crunchy but delicate) puff pastry was 
a delight. It was very mildly curried. And Pierre’s 
signature bowls hold quite a lot of soup.” Quality, 
presentation, quantity, boom! 

The Montauk Fishburger at Almond _ in 
Bridgehampton. Context is a lot. This burger has a 
pronounced fish flavor, which came as a surprise. 
As I wrote in my April review of Almond: “Served on 
a locally sourced bun with sliced tomato and raw 
Spanish onion, this burger of local skate and yellow 
fin tuna and Thimble Islands kelp hits all the marks. 


Crispy on the outside, smooth and rich on the inside. 
Served with kim chee made in Almond’s basement 
and their signature skins-on fries, it was a substantial 
meal. The kim chee is more about a rolling hit of heat 
than it is about a ‘hot-and-run’ powerhouse of heat. 
It should please both the kim chee maven and the 
kim chee novice.” The Montauk Fishburger Project 
debuted in January of 2016. That’s when an alliance of 
East End chefs announced its initiative to reconnect 
local eaters to an abundant nutritional resource 
being responsibly harvested from the waters off the 
East End. This Fishburger, which utilizes only local 
species of wild finfish that are rated sustainable by 
the National Oceanic and Atmospheric Association 
(NOAA), was created by adapting a recipe from chef 
Eric Ripert of Le Bernardin. The Montauk Fishburger 
is also on the menu at Rowdy Hall in East Hampton. I 
have tasted the future, it is good. 

The Barley Pilaf at Ariana in Huntington. It just is. 
So filling, so balanced in its savory perfection. While 
you're there, be sure to have a cup of their signature 
Mashawa! A vegetarian soup made with mung beans, 
black beans, spices and herbs. Again, balance is all. 
Also, hot soup on a cold day is Shazamtastic. 

Chef Marco Barrila’s housemade Fagotini at 
Manna (the former Mirko’s space) in Water Mill. As I 
noted in my October restaurant review: “These tiny 
pasta purses in a truffled mushroom sauce, stuffed 
with gorgonzola dolce, are indescribably good!” 

Sometimes a dish is outstanding because it is 
so new and different, sometimes a dish stands out 
because you think “I could eat this every day.” 


The 10 Best Things I Ate in 2016! 


The Belgian Endive & Pear Salad at Le Charlot in 
Southampton is of the latter type of “garden variety . 
outstanding.” I wrote in my December restaurant 
review: “I started with what, despite the overall 
high quality of the meal, was a particular standout: 
the Belgian Endive & Pear Salad. A beautiful study 
in pale—walnuts, freshly ground black pepper and 
arugula set against the pears, endive and Roquefort. 
Of course, its subtle flavors and crunch, against the 
bite of Roquefort, are what most endeared it to me.” 

Licia’s Parker House Rolls from Loaves & 
Fishes Food Shop in Sagaponack are beyond. My 
grandmother taught me to make respectable Parker 
House rolls when I was a kid. I don’t know how these 
babies have so much structure while remaining soft 
and light. | think there’s a hint of rosemary, but 
I know that that’s kosher salt on top. Chef Brian 
Szostak’s Quinoa Couscous at the Bridgehampton 
Inn. The question: how to push quinoa past edible 
and into the sphere of deliciousness? Answer: add 
little balls of gluten! Both the flavor and the texture 
of this dish are exceptional! 

At Dopo La Spiaggia’s new outpost in East 
Hampton, in the former Race Lane space, Chef 
Maurizio Marfoglia offers southern Italian signature 
dishes, as well as new specialty items. The basic 
menu is the same as that of the original Sag Harbor 
restaurant. So I guess you could sit down in either 
place for the umami-amazing cavolini—shaved 
Brussels sprouts in a Caesar dressing with toasted 
pine nuts—as long as the sprouts are in season. As 
Tina Fey might say, “You want to go to there!” gM

he Hamptons held onto its luxury cred in 2016: 
Sagaponack has been named America’s priciest 
ZIP code for the second consecutive year. 

Earlier this month, PropertyShark.com released 
its annual list of the country’s most expensive 
ZIP codes, and Sagaponack’s 11962 landed on 
top with a median sale price of $5.5 million. 
It just beat last year’s runner-up, Atherton, 
California (94027), which had a median sale price 
of $5,425,000. 

In spite of maintaining the top spot on the list 
of most expensive ZIP codes, Sagaponack’s median 
sale price fell 35%, according to PropertyShark. 
com, which is $3 million less than last year’s top 
median price of $8.5 million. Atherton, on the other 
hand, only fell 8% from last year’s median price of 
$5.9 million. 

New York City’s 10013 ZIP. code, including 
parts of Tribeca, SoHo and Hudson Square, 
moved up a spot over last year and landed in third 
with a median price of $3,808,765, while the city’s 
10007 ZIP code, near Tribeca and the Financial 
District, placed sixth with a median sale price 
of $3,349,657. 

Other Hamptons ZIPs in the top 50 include Water 
Mill (11976) at number 16 with a median sale price of 
$2.6 million, and Wainscott (11975) just behind it at 
17 with a median price of $2,510,000. Shelter Island 
Heights (11965) placed 36th with a median price of 


$1.9 million, and Amagansett (11930) was 50th with a
